Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The DVD University Co-eds #34 is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have attained 
the age of 18 years. 

The DVD is made up of a feature, University Co-eds #34, a "Photo Gallery" of still shots from the 
feature, and a short item previewing four similar publications. All of these components largely 
consist of explicit depictions of sexual activity, intended for the sexual arousal of adult viewers. 
Storylines which give the impression of youthfulness and which contain elements of coercion have 
been considered. The scenarios examined are contrived fictions that exist to give context to the 
sexual material. The publication does not credibly present participants as "young persons". The 
women involved are young adults who confidendy engage in sexual activity. The elements of 
coercion in the storylines are cliched and low in impact. The dehumanising quality associated with 
close-up images of sexual activity 7 has also been considered but the effect of such material is 
minimal. 

The right to freedom of expression, as set out in the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990, has 
been considered. There is little likelihood of injury to the public good if the publication is available 
to adults. However, children and young persons do not have the experience or maturity to deal 
with explicit adult sexual fantasies. The likely injury to the public good if the publication is available 
to this young audience lies in the potential for the material to have a harmful effect on the 
development of sexual behaviour and attitudes and the formation or reinforcement of negative 
attitudes to women. Given these factors, the decision is reasonable, demonstrably justified and the 
minimum required to prevent injury. 
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
